Ford’s Plan to Sell Nitrates at
Saving to Farmers.

Henry Ford intends to manu-
facture more nitrates than all the
cotton growers of ‘the South can
use if he is allowed to lease from
the government the power plant
at Muscle Shoals, Ala. He will
also standardize fertilizers and
make their use more effective and
cheaper. In addition to this he
also promises to carry on exper-

imental work for still further
perfeeting  the manufacture of
fo rtilizers. :

Many farmers are behind Ford
in his effort to lease the plant.
Hardly a day passes but what
there are received in Washing-
ton letters and  telegrams from
farmers’ organizations asking the
sceretary of war find out their
desires that the project be com-
pleted and the nitrate plant be
put in operation.

The supply of nitrates is fast
dwindling. according to a report
of the American Farm  Bureau
federation.  The priee of Chilean
nitrates, the chief source of sup-
ply for American farmers, is in
creasing aw the supply is becom-
ing more inadequate. By comple-
tion of the Musele Shoals plant it
is claimed that the price will be
lowered, the supply replenished
and the door of competition open-
ed. thus reducing the price of
other commodities.

The propoesition of Fort toen-
ter the fertilizer business, howev-
er, is being fought by packers,
conl men, transportation interests
ardd fertilizer coneerns,

Republic of Central America Also
Coffee Producing Country.
Coffee made for culture, ba-
nunas for world neighborliness
and voleanoes fertilized the soil
for the new Republic of Central

America. Such generalizations
leave many facts untold, but this
one provides a dependuble handle
for essential factors in the devel-
opment of the three states, Gua-
temala, Honduras and Salvador,
which now make up the newest
American republie, aecording to
a bulletin from the National Ge-
ographic society.

This new nation has an area
approximmately that of Colorado

Its map-
ped outline resembles nothing so
much as a sleigh, with the run-
ners on the  Puacifiec  ocean and
British Honduras perched in the
driver’s seat.

“One’s geography gets twisted
in thinking of Central Ameriea as
being to the south of us. if it be
remembered that  an  east and
west line running  through the
new republie could toueh Nicara-
gua und Mexico at the ends, and
that going from the Atlantie to
the Pacific means a trip south.

“The ridge pole of the Guate-
mala Andes lies much closer to
the Paeifie than to the Atlantic.
